isolated village of 50 or 60 houses—the aoul of Innookh( 
—=-whlcli has a language of its own. not spoken or un- 
derstood by any other part of the whole Caucasian 
population. . 


"Of course, the life, customs, and social organizations 


of a people who originated in the way that I .have 
described, and who live for perhaps 2,000 years.in al- 
most complete isolation, from all the rest of the world, 
presented when they tirat became known many strange 
and archaic features. 
In the secluded valleys and can- 


yons-oil the eastern Caucasus it was possible to study a 
atato of society that. existed in England before the. 
Norman conquest, and see in full' operation customs and 
legal processes that had been obsolete everywhere else 
in Europe for at least a millennium. 


"Many of the aouls of central and southern Dagrhestan 


bear a striking resemblance to tho pueblos and clitTf- 
dwelllngs of Now Mc-xico.

bringing; tho ball back to where it 
u-as put in play and measuring the 
distance from that point. 
Coach Yost also favors strongly a 
penalty being- levied against a team 
that Is not on the field ready to play 
at tho«hour for the game to start. 
Ho cites the rule penalizing a team 
for-failure to report promptly at tho 
lime for starting .the third quarter. 
The fifteen yard penalty for at- 
tacking a runner when he has gone 
out of bounds, should be inflicted 
from the point where the ball was 
carried across the side-line's instead 
of where It was snapped back, In 
the opinion of Yost.
